made the advance required by the 2d article of 
this chapter. No one Ihall have a chamber affign- 
cd him in the College, or any inftruElion afforded 
him by the officers of College, until he have a copy 
of the laws thus authenticated. 

5. When any one ihall offer for an advanced 
ftandingj he fhall be admitted no farther forward, 
than« upon a Arid examination by the Prefident, 
Profeffors and Tutors, he fhall be found to merit. 
Every fcholar fo admitted^ fhall pay into the trea- 
fury the whole amount of the ufual tuition, and of 
the chamber-rent for the whole time over which 
he is advanced ; and h^ fhall bring from the Trea- 
furer, or fuch perfon as the Corporation fhall ap- 
point, a receipt of his having paid the above fum 
before he can have a chamber affigned him in the 
College, or enjoy any privileges in the College. 
" 6. Every member of this Univerfity fhall be 
obliged, while abfent as prefent, to psy all Col- 
lege dues, except thofe damages done to the edi- 
fice, for which the fludents are accountable, unlefs 
his bill for commons be remitted by the law re- 
fpefting abfences, until he fhall have afked a dif- 
miflRon ; or, if under age, his parents or guardians 
fhall have afked it for him. — Such difmiffion fliall 
be given him by the Prefident, or in his abfence 
by the fenior officer of inftruftion in the College, 
when he fhall bring the bond and receipts, as re- 
quired in thf 3d article of this chapter. 

7. Evert fcholar fhall refide in College, and 
that he may diligently purfue his fludies, he fhall 
lodge there; every fludent fhall alfo board in 
commons, except thofe who belong to the town of 
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Providcnie, and thofc whom the Prefidcnt may 
permit to board o«3t, under the condition expreu- 
ed in Chap. 6, Seft. lo. 



CHAPTER II. 



Of Collegiate Exercifes. 
X. IT ihall be the duty of all the Tcholars to bq 
conftantly in their chambers, and at their ftudies, 
except one hour after breakfaft, from twelve till two 
o'clock, P. M. from evening prayers till feven 
o'clock in the evening, during the fall and fpring 
tcjrms offtudy; and during the fummer term, from 
fix o'clock till nine in the evening, at which time all 
the ftudents (ball be in their chambers^ at all feafons 
of the year. And if any ftudent fhall be unneceffari- 
ly abfent from his chamber, during the time allottc4 
for ftudy, or after nine o'clock in the evening, he 
{hall be liable to a fine not lefsthan eight cents, nor 
more than fifty cents. If any ftudent fhall make a 
praftice of being abfent from his chamber, when re- 
quired to be in it by the laws, he (hall, after having 
been fined feveral times, be admonifhed, rufticated 
or degraded, at the difcretion of the officers of in- 
llruQion. 

2. To encourage and afiid the ftudents in their 
literary purfuits, to promote in them a regular con- 
doa and diligent ufe of time, the officers (liall, as 
often as they judge neceffary, vifit their chambers, 
as well in ftudy hours as at other times. 

3. The following books ftiall be ftudied by the 
refpeflive clafTes, and fiiall be continued in ufe. un- 
til others fhall be introduced by a majority of the 
officers of inftru6lion, and at lead three of the Fel- 
lowfhip. 

In ilie firfl year fhall he ftudied, inLatir?, Vir- 
gil's iEneid, Cicero's Oratioius^^SruTiiorticc ; in 
Greek, the New Teftament, and A.enophon*s Cyro- 
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tioMw and Murray'^JEn^ift Gramoiar., 

In the fecond year^ in Latins CicoK) de Oiatojc k. 
in Greek, Longinus de Sublimitate ; Guthrie's ana 
Mb rfe^s Geography, Decrmal Aiiibwcii c , the E» 
tra8ion of the Square and Cuhe Roots^ Watts' 
Logic, Blair^s^ Le£hiTes^9 and Harmmond^s Algebra. 

In the third year, Euclid'i Elements, Trigono- 
metry, \^ith its applicattOQ ta fa,rveyifig and navi* 
ga^on ; Fergufon'* Aftronotoy^, Ni/chQlfoa^s^ I^at\i« 
ral Philofpphy,, Paylejr's. Moral PhUofophy,,. anA, 
Kaim's Elements of Criticifm. 

Ik the fourth year* I^Qcke on the human undeTf 
ftandiiig, Milloc'a £trements. of geni^ral hiftory, aqd, 
fuch parts^ of the authors ftudied in the, prejc^dingj 
y^ai:$ as the officers of College ihall direQ. 

And that the ftudents may accomplifb themfelyejs, 
in; the art of reading, they ftal), at fucK times as^ 
the Prefident (hall direft, prepare and read before, 
tb^ officers of inftruflipo feleft pieces, of Englifl^ 
compofition ; and any ftudent who (haU particularly 
diftingu^ himfelf, by reading well at the public, 
e:5^an) illations,, (hall, as amaxk of honour, have bit 
name entered on the records of the College. 

4. It (hall be the bufinefs of one in.ftruftor tp; 
teach the learned languages, and elements of hifto- 
ry ; Of another, to teach Logic, Metaphylics and 
Moral Philofophy; of another, to teach Criticifm, 
Geography, and Natural Philofophy. The Profef- 
for of Mathematics and Philofophy (hall,, in th^ 
fgmmer term, deliver a courfe ofle^ures, and, ex- 
hibit Experiments on Natural Philofophy to the two 
upper cla(res. 

5. THERs(h^ll be three recitations of the two 
lo^^'cr cla(res every day, except that on days fo? 
fpeaking the afternoon recitation may b^c omitted. 
On every Saturday, at eleven o'clock, A. M. th(? 
inflruftors (haH examine the feveral claiffes on their 
ftudies during the foregoing week^ and on Saturday 
afternoon ^here Ihall be no recitation.

AB&&NCE I'romanyjQflhe daily i^ecUalions, wiib-

^for «ach offence^ Negl^ to exhibit compdfition, 
^€>r to prepaid and ^attend 4ifpiHations, fhall be 
punifhed by a fine not Jefs than twelve cents; and 
in cale of repeated negled of either of the afore- 
i^BientloQedexercifes, the deiinquent fhall be admo- 
iiii;0»c;d» degraded, or dilimffed the College, a^ ^hc' 
cafe may req^uire. Unneceifary tardinefis at reciia* 
4ion, &all be punifhed by a fine. of three cents. 
Tardinef^ at difputations, and the 'exhibition of 
compofitions, fhall be puni0ied by a fine not lefs 
than four cents. 

8. TuEKz iball be three public exhibitions oH 

the flage in the College-. Chapel, in each year; the 

firft, on the laft Wednefday in. I>ecember, by the 

.fcniorclafs ; the fecond, on the laft Wednefday but 
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one in April, by- one half of the juniots^ and fapho^ 
mores; and the third, by the other half qf the 
juniors and fophomores, on the laft Wednefday bat 
one in Auguft. If any fludent fliall abfent himfelf 
' on the day of public fpeaking, or negleft to prepare 
himfelf by having his piece well committed to me- 
mory, he ftiall be fined not lefs than thirty cents, 
nor more than one dollar and fifty cents. IJ any 
ftudent Ihall prefume to exhibit any thing on the 
ftage, which has not been pre vioufly. infpe£led..aDd, 
approved by an officer of inftruftion, he ihall be 
liable to a fine not lefs than fifty cents^, and to be 
publicly admonifhed before the audience. ,Any 
fludent ihall be liable to the fame pun iihment,. who 
ihall ufe any profane or indecent language. on the 
ftage — and no ftudent ihall be permuted, on any 
pretence whatever, to make any alteration in hij^ 
drefs, in order to perfonate any particular charftd- 
ter; and the iludents are ftriftly forbidden to make 
any difturbance on the days of exhibition, by enter- 
taining company in their rooms. : : . 

9. No perfon whatever is permitted to. enter the 
chapel on the days of public exhibition, withojLit a 
ticket of admiflion, except niembers of the Corpo- 
ration, the oifieers of inltruflion and government, 
members and graduates of the College. Tickets to 
be given out by none but the inftruflors, and the 
iludents who are to perform for the day. 

10. That the iludents may make as much pro- 
ficiency as poifible in the art ^f fpeaking, they ihall 
on every Wednefday afternoon, at the ringing of 
the bell, immediately repair to the chapel, or fuch 
other place as the Prefident ihall direft, and there 
pronounce pieces previoufly committed to memory, 
and approved by an oificer of inftruflipn, and re- 
ceive fuch inftruQipns and corrc£lion> as the oificer^ 
before whom they fpeak ihall judge neceifary.. If 
any fludent ihall abfent himfelf from the exercife 
above mentioned, he ihall be liable to a fine not lefs 
than fix cents, or more than fixtecm If any one ihall 
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bt tifirtcc^ffttflly tardy, be fiiiri be fined Areecenti. 
If any ftuddnt (hall prefume to pronounce on the 
ftagfe any p>ic!t:^ Hot previoufly approved by an offi- 
cer of inftrtidion, OJr if he flijrfl alter bis pietc after 
Approved, he (ball be liable to a fine not lefs thati 
twelve centsj ftor more thart fifty ceAts. 

11. Two of the ftudents fliall fpeak pfcces on the 
ftage every cvehing, aftef prayers (except on Wed- 
nefdaVSj Saturdays, andSundays) bcgitming with the 
alphaoet, iifi the fetiior clafs, and pfoceedifig in th^t 
order through the two ttpper clafles. No fludent 
ft^ll choofe any piece f6r this cxercife, which has 
a tendency to excite laughter, under the penaky of 
fixteen cents for every offence. 

i±. The fenior daft (hall bie examined in the 
languages, on the Wednefday preceding the fpring 
vacation ; and on the fecond Wednefday in July, 
in the liberal arts and fciences. As a teftimonial of 
literary merit, thofe fiufdenfs whom the examiners 
fliall adjudge by ballot, and report to the Corpora- 
tion, to have diftinguiihed themfelves in any art or 
fcience, (hall have their names entered on the pub- 
He reeotds of the College. If any member of the 
fenior clafs abfent himfelf on the day df examina- 
^ion, he fhall be liahle td aklmoniiion 6t degrada* 
tion. 

The three under clafles Ihall be examined on the 
Monday preceding the fpring vacation, aiid on the 
Monday preceding commentemeni. If any ftudent 
fliall ref ufe or neglect to attend the public examina-^ 
tion, he fhall be liable to public admonition^ degra^ 
dation or ruftication. 

13. If it ihall appear^ at the examination of any 
of the clafics, that any one has negleSed his ftudies, 
fo as not to have made fuch proficiency as his ablili^ 
ties and opportunity wduld permit, he (hall be lia- 
ble to be put on a conditional ftanding, for fuch a 
term of time as the examiners ihall think fit. If at 
the expiration of that trfrm he ihall not have merit- 

B 
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ed a reinftatement, he (hall be.admoiiifhed^ degrade 
ed or rufticated, as the cafe may required 

14. It (hall be the duty of the fenior clafs to col- 
Ie6t, prepare and publifli, thefes in Latin. At the 
commencement of the fenior year, the clafs fliall 
choofe by ballot, at fuch time as the Prefident (hall 
direft, two of their members, to one of which each 
member in the clafs fliall deliver every week two 
thefes in Latin and Engl ifli. Thefe fliall be tran- 
Ifcribcd into a book, with the name of the ftudent 
fubfcribed ; the thefes fliall be prefented to the Pre- 
fident and Tutors, two weeks before the fecond 
Wednefday in July. Should any ftudent negle£lto 
furhifli his the(es, he fliall be fined eight cents for 
every neglcft, and if the negleft be repeated, he 
fliall be liable to lofe his degree. 



Chapter hi. 

Oj Aitendance on Religious Duties, (^c. 

1* ALL the members of the College fliall im- 
mediately repair to the chapel, at the ringing of the 
bell for prayers. Indecent conduft, when going 
into the chapel, or during the time of prayers in 
the chapel, or when coming out of it, fliall be punifli- 
ed by admonition, fine, or otherwife, as the Prefi- 
dent and Tutors fliall judge fit. For every abfence 
from prayers, the delinquent fliall be fined four 
cents, and for tardinefs half that fum. 

2. Every ftudent Ihall attend public worfliip, on 
the firft day of the week. Each ftudent, at the 
commencement of his refidence in College, fliall in- 
form the Prefident, or in his abfence the fenior offi- 
cer of inltruftion, at what meeting he wiflies to at- 
tend, A monitor fliall be appointed for each meet- 
ing, whofe duty it fliall be to note the abfence of 
fuch fcholars as belong to itO^or each abfence with- l 
out liberty, the delinquent fliall be fined fixteen cents. I 
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3. Students are ftriClly forbidden to walk 
abroad in companies, or in any other manner, on 

\ the firft day of the week, except in attending on 
public worfliip, or to colleft in companies in any 
room in the College for amufement or recreation, 
or to perform any kind of inftrumental mufic, on 
fuch penalties as the Prefident and Tutors (hall 
judge adequate to the offence. 

4. As it is the undoubted right of Chriftians of 
every denomination to enjoy, without the leaft 
moleftation, the peculiarities of their religious fen- 
timents, it is ordered, that if any ftudent fhall deny 
the exiftence of GOD, the divine authority of the 
Old and New Teftament, the exiftence of virtue and 
vice, or harrafs and difquiet the minds of his fellow- 
ftudents refpefting the peculiarities of their Chriftian 
faith, by ridicule, fcoffing, infidel fuggeftions, or 
any other way treat thefe fubje£ls in a ludicrous 
and profane manner, or affociate with fuch as do 
it, he fhall, if he perfift in fuch conduft after be- 
ing publicly admonilhed, be expelled the College. 



CHAPTER IV. 

of Criminal Offences. ' 

1. IF any ftudent fliall be found guilty of blafphe- 
my, robbery, fornication, forgery, or ojf any fuch 
atrocious crime, he fliall be immediately expelled. 

2. Every ftudent is forbidden to play at cards, 
or any other unlawful game; the ufe of profane or 
obfcene words; to ftrike or infult a fellow«fludent, 
or otherwife to affociate with perfons of known bad 
charaQer; to attend at places of vain fports ; to 
engage in any theatrical exhibition in the town ; 
to lie, fteal, get drunk, or be guilty of any other 
grofs immorality. Any fcholar that fhall tranfgrefs 
in any of thefe refpeCls, ftiall be punifhed by^a fine 
not lefs than fifty cents, nor more than two dollars, 
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0T by a4mooitio«f cj^gradatipn prcxpulfiplH as |hc 
cafe jnay require. 

3. No ftudentfbaU k^ep ^ny kind of fircrajripf or 
gunjpowder in bis room, nor fire gunpowdeir in pr 
near tbc College, in any manner wbatevcr. If any 
Jludent ftall be guilty in either pf thefe rpfpeft?, bii 
Jhall be liable to a fine of on^ dollar for each pffepqpt 
or be rufticated, degrsided or e^pelled^ 

4. If any febolar Ihall wilfully infuU any of the 
officers of governraent pr inftruftipn, if be fliall 
ftrike theni) or break tbeir windows, he fhaUbp \m^ 
inediately e;cpe|lcd. 

5. If any ftudent (ball refufc tq ppen bi§ 4opr, pr 
bis cheft pr other clpfe, when ^onnpnanded ^o do it 
by an officer of inftruftion, kp ffiall be Ufible to ^ 
fine of pnc dollar for every offence; and thie in-t 
ftruftor may lawfully break open fu?b door, cbeft 
or clofc, when he ha$ rea&xn to a^ppr^beod the c^fyk 
requires it, 

6. EvEKY fcbolar is requiired to|h|^w ^lldue rp-^ 
fpe8:to fup^riors, both in word 9nd behaviour, and 
cfpecially to the Truftees and Fellows, the Prefident, 
Profeffors, Tutors, and Steward of the College ; and 
if any ftudent (hall treat any qf them in an unbecom- 
ing difrefpedful manner, he (hall be publicly ad- 
moni(hed or degraded. 

7. If any ftudent Ihajl refufe tp give his evidence^ 
when required to do it by the officers pf inftruftipn, 
he (hall be fined from thirty cent$toone dollar^ or bp 
admoni(hed, degraded or rufl:icated, as the cafe may 
require. 

8. No ftudent i$ permitted to make ^, praftice pf 
entertaining company in his room, efpecially in thq 
hours of ftudy. 

9. If any ftudent fhall bring fpirituou^s liquor intp 
the College, or caufe it to be brought in, jand drink 
any if brought in, without permi0ion frpm the Pre-» 
fident, he (hall be fined not lefs than one dollar, nor 
more than two, or rufticated, degraded or expel- 
led, if the cafe require it.

io. If ally ftttdent fiiall preruroe to make any 
kind of feftival emeriainment in the College, on any 
occafion, or in the town of Providence, without 
liberty from the Prcfident and Tutors, or to engage/ 
and take a part in any thing of the kind, he fliall be 
' liable to puniihment by fine, ruRication or degrada*- 
tjon* 

11. No ftudentfcall play on any mufical inftru* 
ment in the hours allotted for ftudy, on the penalty 
of eight cents for every offence. 

liii All ftudenis are ftriftly forbidden to make / 
indecent, unneceifary Hoifes in the College at any / 
time, either by running violently, hallooing, or 
rolling things in ^he entries or down the ftairs. If 
any ftudent {hall be guilty in either of ihefe re- 
fpefts, he may be fined not lefs than fifty cents, nor 
more than one dollar and fifty cents, or rufticated. . 

iQ. No ftiidentmaybe abfentfrom any collegiate 
exercife, without liberty obtained of the inftruQor 
before whom the exercife was to have been perform- 
ed. 

14. If any ftudent (hall do any damage to the Col- 
lege edifice, or to the property of others, he {hall 
repair the fame immediately. 

15. EvJSRY ttudent is ftriftly forbidden to throw 
any thing againll the College edifice, to attempt 
throwing any thing over it, or to throw water or any 
thing elfe from the College windows, or in the Col- 
lege entries, on the penalty of a fine not lefs than 
twenty cents, nor more than one dollar. 

16. An. ftudents arc required to be peculiarly 
careful refpeCling fire, in currying it through the en- 
tries in pipes or other wife, as well as in rooms. 
Every chimney in the College (hall be fwept once 
every year, at the expence of the occupants ; and 
it (hall be the duty of the Steward to fee this done, 
at fuch times as the Prefident (hall direft; and the 
Steward fiiall charge the expence in the quarter-bills. 

17. All the rooms occupied in the College fliall 
be fumilhed, at the expense of the occupants, with 
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a bucket or pail fit for ufc, to be provided by the 
Steward, and charged in the quarter-bills; and it 
Ihall be the duty of the fteward once every year, at 
ftich times as the Prefident Ihall direft, to examine 
all the rooms, and fee that they are furnifhed ac- 
cording to law, 

18. If any fludent Ihall be delefted in injuring 
any of the locks on any doors in the College, he 
fhallbe fined fifty cents, admoniflied, rufticated or 
degraded. 

ig. All ftudents are forbidden to enter the cha- 
pel, except at the times of devotional and collegiate 
exercifes, or without permiffion to enter the Library, 
Mufcinn or Philofophical Chamber, on the penalty 
of a fine not lefs than fifty cents, nor more than 
one dollar. 



CHAPTER V. 

Of Vacations^ Abfence^ (3c. 

1. THERE ihall be three vacations in every year ; 
the firft fhall begin on the morning of commence- 
ment day, and continue, fiMf»veeks; the fecond, on 
the laft Wednefday in December, ajid fhall continue 
fet^eeks; the third, op the "^Stt Wednefday in 
May, and (hall continue^ttMer^^eeks. 

2. If any under graduate fhall prolong his abfence 
beyond the time allowed for vacation, or (hall not 
return at the dole of it, he fhall be liable to be fined 
for every night's abfence not lefs than twenty-five 
cents. And fhould any ftudent be abfent more than 
two months beyond the vacation, without liberty 
obtained of the Prefident, he fhall be examined by 
the Prefident and Tutors for his Handing with his 
clafs, and if found deficient, fhall be fufpended for 

.the term of two months, or more, at their difcre- 
tion, and be placed under the carje of a reputable 
clergyman in the country, and fhall be reflored to 
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his {landing only on condition of his obtaining an 
ample certificate of his good condufl, and diligent 
ftudy, during the term of his fufpcnfion. If fucb 
fcholar, however, fliall produce a proper certificate 
from a phyfician of approved abilities and reputable 
(landing with the faculty, counterfigned by the cler- 
gyman of the place, fpecifying that faid ftudent's 
health would not permit his attendance, and purports 
ingthat in their opinion he could not return fponer 
with fafcty to hisflealth) the punifhmcnt may at the 
difcretion of the officers of inftruQion be remitted. 

3. No under-graduate (hall go out of the College 
yard, without liberty, in the hours of ftudy, on the 
penalty of twenty cents for every oflPence. No under- 
graduate (hall tarry out of College a night, or go 
from the town of Providence, without liberty, on 
the penalty of fifty cents for every offence, 

4. If any under-graduate (hall prefume to lodge 
out of the College, or go from the town, after liber- 
ty has been denied him, he fliall be punifhed for the 
firft offence one dollar; and if fuch offence be re- 
peated, he (hall be admoni(hed, degraded or rufti- 
cated, according to the aggravation of the offence. 

5. No under-graduate may continue in the Col- 
lege in time of vacation, without liberty of the 
Prefident and Tutors. If any one (hall tranfgref* 
this law, he (hall be fined not more than ten cents 
each day. Refident graduates, and others who have 
permi(fion to occupy rooms in the College, may re- 
fide in College in time of vacations, by obtaining 
liberty of the Prefident — otherwife they fhall be li<i- 
ble to be denied the ufe of rooms in the C«Jlegc. 

6. The Senior Clafs (hall not leave the Coliege af- 
ter the fecond Wednefday in July, until all their pre- 
parations for commencement are completed, nor 
then without obtaining liberty of the Prefident and 
Tutors, If any one (hall tranfgrefs this rule, he 
(hall be punifhed by a: fine of two dollars, be de- 
graded or expelled, as the Prefident and Tutors 
(hall judge proper. 
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7. All the kmox^j vrho tre peniiitted to ht ab- 
fent from the College after their laft public exattii- 
nation, ihali return M the College ten da^s before 
the commencement. If any (hall refufe or negk^ 
to comply Yfith this iaw« he fhall be fined fifty cemc 
each day of his abfence beyond the time allowed 
him, and be liable to have fais degree fufpendedf^r 
one year. 

8« EvttiY fcholat, upon his return ta the Col<. 
lege after the vacatton» 01^ time granted for his ab- 
fence, ihall immediately leave his name witti the 
Steward ; and the Steward's certificate fliaU be evi. 
dence of the time of bi^ returr>. Should any negleft 
to comply with this law, he &all, till bis name be 
left with the Steward, be liabk to a fine of twenty 
cents each wieek« 



CHAPTER VI. 



0/ the S^emard, Commons^ &€. 

1. TBE Steward fhall caufe att the rooms inha-^ 
bited by the ftudents, and the entries of the College, 
to be cleanly fwept, and the beds in faid roomfr to. 
be decently made, once every day, in the forenoenir 

2. The Steward fhall furnifh three good, fuffi- 
cient, well-Cooked meals of victuals every day, foi* 
thofe who board in commons, prepared at ttated^ 
times in the dining-room, agreeable to the follow- 
ing prefcriptions. 

For* dinners.— Each week? two meals of falted^ 
beef and pork, with peas, beans, roots, &c.— Two 
meals of frefhmeat^ roafled, baked, boiled or fried, 
with proper fauce and vegetables.-*-One meal of 
foup and fragments.— One meal of boiled frelh 
meat, with proper fauce and broth.— One meal of 
failed 01^ frelh ftfh. TheSteward ffiali fumifh good 
brown bread, fmall beerorcideE, with the dinners* 
Thefe feveral articles for dinners labe divecfilied ^nd^ 
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changed^ as to their fucceffion^ as much as poffi- 
ble. 

For ' breakfafts. — Tea, coffee, diocolate — white 
bread with butter, or brown bread toafted with 
butter, brown (ugaf.— With chocolate, white bread 
without butter. 

For fuppcrs. — One pint of new milk, and fix oiin-* 
ces of white bread, for each ftudent, except on Sunday 
evening, when chocolate fliali be provided for.fupper* 
• 3. The ftudents (hall take their fuppers of milk 
from the dining-room in their own veflels, and fhall 
carry them immediately to their own rooms. If any 
ftudent ihall flop to eat his fupper in any entry in 
the College, or ihall go out of the College to do it, 
he (hall be fined for everv offence fixteen cents. 

4. The ftudents (hall oe ferved at fupper by claf-^ 
fes; the fenior firft, the junior next, the fophomore 
next, the frefhman next. The Steward's bell Ihall 
ring for each clafs. If any ftudent (hall be guilty of 
diforderly conduct, cither by running violently, or 
hallooing, or making any unnecefiary noife, in the 
entries, in going to th? dining-room, or in return- 
ingfrom it, he feall be fined for every fuch ofFei\ce 
not lefs than fixteen cents, nor more than one dollar ; 
and the members of each cUfs (hall tarry in their 
rooms till the bell rings for them, on penalty of fix- 
teen cents for each offence. 

5. The Steward (hall fit at meals with the ftudents^ 
and (hall exercife all that authority which is necefTa- 
ryfor the prefervation of order. The Steward alfo 
(hall attend in the dininghall at fupper time, and it 
Ihall be his duty to inform the authority of Col- 
lege of all tranfgre(fions of the laws of the College, 
and fpr this purpofe he (hall keep by him a copy of 
ihefe laws. 

6. The Steward (hall be exemplary in his moraV 
condu£l. 

7. The ftudents are all required to treat the Stew- 
ard as an officer of College, and his family with alt 
due refpeft. . C 
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8. Ne fcholar fhaU be permitGed to retaia bis 
ftanding, nor receive inftro&ion from any officef 
of Colleg.ej who ihatt have ncglefled la p»y his. bills 
fati«fa£k>rUyi ^& ihcy become due. . . 

9. The Steward h ^Uowed to fell to tb^ dudentS) 
in the hours of recreation^ cider^ fniall be^^ cani>* 
die&y bread, buitier, cheefe, colfee^. tea^ chocolate, 
milk, applea, and fiaitii^aFy articles^ p^^ovided ho 
have liberty of their parents' or guardian^. Tbefe 
anicle& are aol to be (old in large quatttiiies, nor 
at an unrealbnable price. 

t<x EvfiRY ftudent &M be charged nine centa a 
week during the whcdc of each term for fweepmg,. 
aad making bed^s; andeve^y iiudenty, not belonging 
to the town e£ Providence, who fli.all be Mknt 
from coonmons ^nyt lime in the tei^ea^ excepting by 
rearfon of ficknefs^. fliiall be changed' fevenAee n cema^ 
a w^ek during bis. ablence lawaifda €be Steward's 
fakf y. 

tu. Tk£ Stewsljrd ifaaUf keep* an exa8 aecouni of 
the monies he expends oa cornHMms, fa that,, at the 
end of each tercn, he may give to tbe CoiomiMee of 
the^Sie ward's departoGrent the exa£l fuoi of all t^: 
expetiditures far that term)>, wiih all the items, and 
as many vouehers as ajre convenieally pfa&it^b^^ 
in order that faid CommiHee noay m«rke an a£R&ff*. 
ment of the fame, together, witb the Steward* a falacyt 
on the feveral ftudenl» who boaifd in* commons. 

t'S^. A&REEABLE tOr £bi& afleflhsefi^, the Steward 
iball imake out regular hills -a^inSt alt the ftcudenta, 
containing the funis for commons^ fweeping, fine% 
bxoken gla£i, and alt other damages, and pveSent 
them, to the Pre&denit fos figjiatU4:e; which^ betng 
approved and figned by him,, (hall be reiuraed to 
the Steward for colIe6lion. 

13. It Ihall be the cUily of the Steward, in vaca- 
tion, as well as term time, to take particular cai?c 
of the College edifice^, to^ fee that no damage isidonc 
tQ it. 
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CHAPTER VII. 



OJ the Lilrary. 

1. THE Librarian fhall give bonds to the Trea- 
furer, in the fum of one hundred and feveniy dol- 
lars, for the faithful performance of his truft. 

2. The Librarian Ihall open the library every 
Friday and .Saturday, at fuch hours as the PreR- 
dent fhall direft; and ihall deliver and receive 
books agreeably to the following conditiofis ;ind 
regulations. 

3. The ftudents Ihall come to the library four 
at a time, when fent for by the Librarian; and 
they fhall not enter the library beyond the Libra 
rian's table, on the penalty of four cents for every 
offence. 

4. All the ftudents fhall be entitled to the ufe 
of the library, for which privilege each ftudent fhall 
pay fifty cents per quarter^ to be charged in the 
quarter-bills. 

5. Every book taken from the library fhall be 
vitW covered with clean thick paper; and if any 
fludent fhall injure the covering of the book he 
takes from the library, by writing upon it or 
other^vife, he fhall be fined at the difcretion %)f the 
Librarian. ' 

6. The perfon who takes a book from the li- 
brary fhall fign a receipt for it, fpecifying the fize, 
title, ftate, &c. of the book, and fhall return it in 
the fame good order. 

7. If any book fo taken out fhall be lofl or 
damaged, the delinquent fhall replace it by a new 
one within three months. If it is not replaced 
within that time, ft {hW\ be the duty of the Libra- 
rian to lodge an account againft faid fludent with 
the Steward, of double the amount of the price of 
the book, or fet, if it belong to one, which account 
(hall be placed in his next quarter-bill, and the 
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money (hall be applied for the purchafing other 
neceifary books, or fets of the fame kind, as foon ^$ 
may be, as the Corporation fhall direct. 

8. No ftudent (hall be allowed to take out, or 
have in his pofleffion at one time, without fpecial 
liberty from the Pre(idcnt, more than one fotiot 
^vhich he may keep (ix weeks; or onequarto^ 
which he may keep four weeks; oroncoftavo, 
which he may keep three weeks ; or two duodeci- 
mos, which he may keep two weeks. For every 
book not returned to the library according to the 
time fpecified in this law, the delinquent (hall 
pay, for a folio one month fixteen cents, and the 
fame in proportion for a longer or (horter time of 
detention; two thirds as much for a quarto, half 
as much for an odavq, and one quarter as much 
JFor a duodecimo. Thefe fines to be charged in the 
quarter-bills by the Steward. 

9* No ftudent (halllend to any perfon, or fuffer 
to be carried from his room, ismy book he has 
taken from the library, on the penalty of thifty- 
thrce cents for evei-y fuch offence ; and if fuch 
offence be perfifted in, he fhall be deprived the ufe 
of the library for fuch a term of time as the ofi&cers 
of inftruftion (hall judge neccffary. 

10. J^o iludent fhall behave iii a diforderly plan- 
ner, while receiving books, nor take down any 
b9Qlf^ ^rom the fhelf. If any one tranfgrefs this 
law, he fhall be fined by the Librarian from four 
pents to fifty cents, as tne cafe may require. 

11. No academical exercifes fhall be performed 
in the library, nor fhall a lamp or candle ever be 
carried ipto it. 

12. The members of jthe Corporation, and the 
officers of inftru6iion, may have accefs to the li- 
brarv whenever tbey find it neceffary, and may take 
put books in fuch manner as may at any time be 
determined by the Corporation. They fhall be 
fubje£l to the above mentioned rule refpefting the 
Returning of books in good order, and to be fined 
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for not returning tfaem at the time fixed by the 
Corporation. 

13. The Librarian ftiall not deliver books to 
any perfons except thofe above defcribed, uhlefi 
by fpecial order from the Corporation, or their 
Committee; and no member of the Corporation, 
or officer of inftruftion, fhall take any book from 
the library without figning a receipt for the fame; 
nor fhall the Librarian deliver a book to any per- 
fon fent by a member of the Corporation, without 
a receipt from faid member. 

14. It fhall be the duty of the Librarian to keep 
the library room neat and clean, and to fee that all 
the books are returned, and placed on the fhelves 
in proper order, by the Monday next preceding 
commencement annually, for the infpedion of the 
Corporation, or of their committee, appointed for 
that purpofe, at their anniverfary meeting. 

15. The Librarian fhall keep a book, wherein 
he Ihall enter the fines inflifted tor the violation, of 
the laws refpefting the library. At the clofc of 
each quarter, it fhall be his duty to furnilh the 
Steward with an exa6t account of thofe fines, that 
he may infert the fame in the quarter-bills of the 
fcholars fo fined, which the Steward fhall colled 
and pay into the Treafury. 



CHAPTER VIII. 

OJ the Difpofiiian of Rooms in the College. 

1. THE rooms in the College edifice, after the 
Tutors have made their choice, fhall be affigned to 
the fludents, by the Prefident and Tutors, regard 
being paid to pbcing thofe of the fame clafs to- 
gether in the fime room. 

2, In the difpofition of rooms, the fenior clafs 
Ihall have the preference, the junior clafs next, and 
the fophomore clafs next. 
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3. Any two ftudetiti, who are defirout of iivmg 
together in a room, may make it known to the 
Prefident'and Tutors, by a refpe^ful written peti- 
tion, before tbcy leave the College at commence^ 
ments namtog the room in which they defire to 
live. If there ftiali be feveral petitions for the 
fame room^ the Prefident and Tutors, on the day 
9ppointcd for afligning rooms (which fhall be before 
the hrft vacation ends) fhall determine who fliali 
occupy faid room) either by the priority of petition^ 
or by ballot, or in fuch way as to them appears 

bcft. 

4. No ftudcnt Ihall be removed from the room 
affigwd him, except by his own requeft, or for 
bad conduct; and if any ftudent (hall decline to 
occupy the room affigned him, he (hail be (ined 
not to exceed fixteen cents each day ; and if he 
perfift for any length of time, he (hall be admo- 
niihedf rufticated or degraded, at the difcretion of 
the Prefident and Tutors. 

5. Th« poffcITors of each room in the College 
fhall be anfwerablc for the damages done during 
their refidencc in it. The repairs to be made by 
the Steward^ and charged in their quarter-bills, 
if the repairs be not made .by the poffeffors; and 
if any ftudents, after the afSgnment of a particular 
room to them, (hall on any occafion fuffer any 
riotous or indecent noifes in it, or any unlawful 
meeting of any of the ftudents or other perfons, 
fuch ftudents fliall be fined not lefs than one dollar 
and fifty cents, and be liable to ruftication or de- 
gradation. 

.:6. When any room (hall be affigned to ftudents 
in which any damages are done to the glafs or 
otherwife, and left unrepaired, fuch ftudents may 
jjive immediate information to the Prefident and 
Tyiors, who will caufe the laft occupants to 10- 
demnify the prcfcnt. 

7. WaeN any glafs (hall be broken in any of the 
entries or public rooms, or any damage done to the 
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Coltcgjfi cdifke, ks ajjjhirtcnaftces, cir tb€ pointing 
injpred, unkfs the perfoRs are.deteBed who com- 
mitted the damages, the expences of repairing the 
isjtmt fhaU be eqitally divided among the. iladeij^ts, 
i^ charged in their quarter- bills. 



CHAPTER IX. 

MifuUanams Laws and Regulations.^ 
u TH£R£ (hall be two or aiorc nooftitors op^ 
]K>inted by die officers of inftruftion, in fi»cb m8it;« 
nea* as ihey ihaU jadge proper. It (half be thcckity 
t£ the momtors to keep regular bilb of ab fence frbtn 
prayers andi public vorfiiip, and alfo'from i^cchaw 
tions, and of tardinefs in going to either^ and oi 
a?jy uabrcoming conduft vhile there, Thefc bills 
fhall b« delivered on Mondasy mtorning to the PrcB- 
denty or in hi« abfence to the To tor who performs 
the cfcvotional exercifes,. who fhadl inflift the pemi^- 
ties mentioned in the third eharpter, pr€>vidcd fuf- 
fickcl: excufcs be not rendered. 

^. Ir ajiy moi^itor appoiRtetl by the Prefidcnt 
Jkall rrngteS: his duty^ he fcall be fined for every 
offence not lefs th^o ftxt^eneent*. 

^ All the pmsiflimetits, except thofe of a pe- 
cuniary kiird, that fhall be infliftedon a«jy under-^. 
grad^fates, ftaUbe regidered in a book kept by the 
PrefidenI for that purpofe; and every ftu-cknt v^hoSt 
name ihaH be found there «nder public cei^fwre, 
fhall not be eligible to any of the more hofioi?ary 
parts a^t cGhfnsnencenoent. 

4, The youngeft Tutor fhaH keep an account of 
all the fines inflicted, and deliver it to the Cdrpora- 
tton> or their Committee, to be compared* with the 
Slewafd's^ books. 

5. The pecuniary penalties, except for abfencc 
from CoHege, fliall not exceed four dollars forone 
term to an individual. After that, the offender 
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ihall be publicly admonifhed before the whole CoU 
lege, degraded or rufticated^ according to the na<- 
lure of the offence. 

6. All public cenfures fliall be, inflified before 
the whole College, immediately after morning or 
evening prayers, fuch as public adpionition, degra- 
dation, ruftication and expulGon. It fhall be the 
duty of the Profeflbrs and Tutors to be prefent on 
fuch occafions. The Chancellor alfo^ and any of 
the Corporation, may be requefted fo attend. 

7. Wh CM any fiudent is expelled or rufticatcd, he 
fhall immediately leave the College ; and the fludcnt 
who is rufticated fhall immediately go to the place 
where the officers of inflru8ion fhall dired, and tar- 
ry there the term affigned him ; during which time 
he ihall not be permitted to enter the College walls, 
on penalty of expulfion. 

8. No fludent fhall attend the inftrudions of any 
perfoh who may undertake to teach any language, 
art or fcience, in the town of Providence, without 
permiflion firft obtained of the Prefident, on penaU 
ty of one dollar for every offence. 

9. When any clafs fhall be defirous of having a 
meeting among themfelves for any particular pur- 
pofe, they fhall apply to the Prefident for Irberty, or 

^nhis abfence to the fenior Inflruflor; and all clafs 
meetings without licenfe fhall be confidered as un- 
lawful combinations, and punifhed accordingly. 

10. Ip any fcholar fhall affociate with any perfon 
of diffolute morals, or with any one who has been 
expelled, within three years after his expulfion, he 
fhall be fined not lefs than fixty cents, nor more 
thin two dollars ; and if he perfifts in fuch con- 
du3, may be rufticated or degraded. 

ii» If any fcholar fhall play off any kind of fire- 
works, or make illuminations, or be found aiding 
or abetting the fame, he fhall be liable to a fine not 
lefs than one dollar and fifty cents, and to be rufti- 
catedi fufpended or degraded, as the cafe may re^ 
quire. 
r- 
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12. There may be offences and mifdemeanors 
againft which no fpecial provifion is made by thefe 
iaws ; it is therefore ordered, that the Prefident, 
Profeflbrs and Tutors, may in all fuch cafes puniQi 
offenders) by fine, admonition, rufticiation or de- 
gradation, according to the nature and aggravation 
of the offence. k^^^4\{i p,< ^7 W^^^ ^5^^ 

13.- If any unde|<-graduale Ihall infult any officer 
of College, after the inflidion of any public punifh- 
itientlefs than expulfion, fuch under-graduate fhall 
be immediately expelled. 

14. No ftuaent, who fhall be expelled from this 
College, fhall be re-admitted under the fpace of one 
year; nor then, without a major vote of the Corpo- 
ration, on his prefenting certificates of his good be- 
haviour during the term of his expulfion, with a re- 
quefl from his parents or guardians to the Prefident 
and Corporation. 

- 15. Written petitions for the removal ofgriev- 
ancies fhall not be figned by more than three fludents, 
under the penalty of one dollar, to be infliQed on 
each fludent. 



C H A P T E R X. 

Of the Officers of InJlruBion^ and Government 

1. THE Prefident, Profefforsand Tutors, during 
term-time, fhall devote the fame to the inftruc- 
tion.of the fludents, and goveniment of the College. 

2. The Prefident fhall attend prayers in the cha- 
pel, beginning with the Thurfday morning firft fuc- 
ceeding every vacation, and continuing the fame 
morning and evening, until the morning of^the com- 
mencement of the next vacation. The* Prefident 
fhall call on any one of the fenior clafs to read a por- 
tion of the Greek Teflament each morning, before 
prayers, except on Saturday vand Sunday mornings,

to tdkefttlJtableiftffafuTes to prevent any evils that 
might af ife ftofh ne^leCl. 

9. The i4mmediate executive authority is vefted 
HI the P«»e<kkttt, Profeffois and Tutors. The Pre- 
fiikwt tiath power to rule, govern and direft the 
Coitege^ and all matters relating thereto, and 
likeWife all the fludents, undtr-graduates and 
tefident graduaties, according to the laws eftablifh- 
ed by the Fellowfliip. The Profeflbrs and Tutors 
alfo fliali take cart df the College, under the Prefi- 
dent, and govern axicording to the laws, and fliall 
hatt authority to punifli any under-graduaieforany 
ttitue, where the penaltyiioes not exceed fifty cents.

CHAPTER XI. 

0/ Cowmememtni, DegYees^ GraduuteSy &c. 

1. THE Commencement ihall be holden, every 
year, on the firfl Wednefday in September. The 
exercifes to be performed on that occafion fliall be 
•wholly under the direQIon of the Prefident, Profef- 
fors and Tutors. 

«. All the parts ffiall be affigned and the exer- 
cifes appointed by the Prefident, Profeffors and 
Ttttors, iOalhiadESpel;^ on the next^niorning after the 
examinatipn of the feniorclafs in' lTii 1fl[ tag:;> and all 
the parts and exercifes thu<; aligned fhall be prepar- 
ed and examined by the officers of inllru6lion, for 
approbation, at leaft ten days before commence- 
ment ; and if any Candidate for a degree fhall refufe 
or negleft to prepare and perform the part or exer- 
cife affigned him, he fhall be fined not lefs than one, 
«or more than three dollars; (hall be publicly ad- 
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moniflied, and if he perfift in his negle& or refu^ 
h\, he (hall be immediately expelled. 

3. If any ftudent (hall be guilty of perverfe con- 
duB, or ufe any difrefpe&ful language againft any 
officer of College,! on account of his appointment 
to any particular exercifeat the commencement^ he 
fhall be publicly admonifiied, and have his degree 
fufpended for a year. 

4. No candidate for a degree (hall prefume to ex- 
hibit any thing on the ftage on commencement day, 
•which has not been preyioufly approved as above 
direQed, under penalty of admonition before the 
whole audience, and a fufpen(ion of his degree for 
one year. 

5. All candidates fer the degree of bachelor of 
arts (hall produce to the Prefident, or in his ab- 
fence to the prefiding officer, a certificate, from the 
Steward and Librarian, that they have difcharged 
all their College dues and demands ; and each (hall 
pay to the Prefident a fum not Icfs than four dollars, 
before nine o'clock in the evening next preceding 
commencement. If any ftudent (hall refufe or neg- 
left to comply with thefe regulations, his degree 
(hall not be conferred on him by theFellow(hip ; and 
no ftudent (hall be permitted to bring any requeft 
or other matter before the Corporation on the day 
of commencement. 

6. Candidates for a fecond degree (hall apply to 
the Prefident for it, at leaft qne week before com- 
mencement, and (hall pay to the Prefident the fame 
fee as for the firft degree. If they have refided at 
the College, they (hall produce the fame certificates 
as thofe for the firft degree. 

7. Every candidate for either degree (hall attend 
the procefiion on commencement day from the Col- 
lege, or fuch other place as the Prefident and Fel- 
lows (hall direft. Should any refufe or negleft 
to comply with this law, without fufficient reafon 
afiigned to the Prefident, he (hall have his degree 
fufpended for one yenr. 
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8. If any candidate for the firft degree (hall ab« 
fent himfelf from the public dinner on commence^ 
ment day, he fliall be deprived of his degree for 
that year. 

g. Persons who have received degrees in any 
other Univerfity or College, may be admitted ^ 
eundem in this, upon paying the cuftomary fees 
to the Prcfident. But honorary degrees conferred 
by the Fellowlhip, on account of diftinguiihed 
merit, fliall be free of charge. 

10. Those gradus^tes who wifli a diploma, with 
the College feal fet to it, fliall pay to the Prefident 
one dollar for figning it, 

11. Whereas it may be the defire of fomc 
graduates to continue in College, for the purpofe 
o( purfuing their ftudies; it is direded, that the 
Prefident and Tutors aflign to them convenient 
rooms, for which they fliall pay the cuftomary rent. 
They fliall board in commons, fliiall be fubjed to 
the general rules of the College, and for any con- 
tempt of the authority of College fliall be ad- 
mbniflied, and their chambers taken from them. 
Refident graduates fliall have the ufe of the library, 
free of expcnce. 

12. All graduates redding in College fliall be 
exemplary in their conduQ, and fliall attend public 
worfliip, and the devotional exercifes of the chapel, 
and fliall preferve order in the rooms th«y occupy. 

13. All refident graduates fliall have liberty to 
. attend the leClures of the Profeflbrs. 
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At a Meeting <f the Corporation 
y* Rhode-Iflftnd C«%r, held in the 
iallege Chapel^ m the *jth Day of 
September^ A* D, 1803.

O tnehiber of an under clafs may go into 
tfre chapd, dining-haH, or other room, where differ- 
elht danes mstjr meet — or cofpe out of them, before 
ainy member of any clafs above him.. 

^. No member of an under chfs may go into 
the chapel or diiiing-hall, without (lopping at th^ 
door, and looking round t6 phfcrve whether ^ny q| 
the daffes above him are coming from any part of 
the GoHege; and it fhill be the duty of all the Itu- 
detrts, in paffing gates or doors, to flop jandobferve 
wTtether any of their fuperioirs are coming towards 
them, tod to wait for them, unlcfs permitted to go 
forward bv a wave of the hand from the fuperior;* 
atid in walking together, the member of ^n under 
daft^ Ihall give the right hand fide to the member 
of an upper clafs. 

3. Amy ftudent paffing by ofife of a clafs above 
bfm, (hall take off his hat in a refpedful and de- 
cent manner. ' 

4. The feniors may call tip, by billets decent- 
ly written, any of the under dalffes, for violation. 
of any of the foregoing laws, as far as tbey relpeft 
the attention to be paid to Jeniors. The juniors 
may do the fame to any of the clafles below them, 
who violate or neglefcl the laws refpefting the at- 
tention to be paid to juniors. If any fopfiomore 
isneglefted or infulted by a frefhman, he may 
call up the frefhman, by obtaining liberty of a* 
fenior. 

5. No billets fhall be fent in the hours of ftudv; 
but when they are fent in hours of recreation, tne 
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fiodenU to whom th«y are fent (hM immediatdif 
repair to the room fpecified in faid billets ; and all 
indents biUetted fliall be treated politely, and Ihall 
treat thofe fo who billet them. 

6. When any member of an upper clafs calls up^ 
one of an under clafs, he fliall fiiffer none to be in 
hit room except one of his claflmates* 

7* If any number of ftudents of an under clafs^ 
or the whole clafs, fliall offer an infult to -any 
member or members of an upper clafs, or tne 
whole of an upper clafs, the member or claifs thua. 
infulted may call up all the offenders, whofe duty^ 
it fliall be to make fatisfadion^ by acknowledging; 
their fault, and promifing reformation; and it ihall 
be the duty of all who fliall be called up for the 
violation of thefe laws, to make fatlsfadion in the 
fame way. If any ftudent fliall refute to make (a- 
tisfaQion as the law requires, or fliall refufe to go 
to the room of the ftudent who billets him, he fliall 
be immediately cited before the authority, and be 
puniflied by admonition, fine or ruftication, as 
they fliall judge neceflary. 

8. It fhall be the duty of the frefliroen to carry 
the above mentioned billets, and all others ordered 
by the authority of College, to fuch peribns as they 
are direfted; and it fliall be the duty of the frefli- 
men to wait on the Corporation when they meet, 
and alfo to attend the, Librarian on the days on 
Tivbicb the library fliall be opened* 

9. No ftudent is allowed to wear his hat within 
the walls of the College; and all the ftudents are re- , 
quired to take off* their hats refpeftfuUy when pafling 
by any of the Fellows, Truftees, Officers, and 
Steward of the College. Every ftudent who fliall 
ncgleft to comply with this law, fliall be punilbed for 
every offence fixteen cents, or be admoniOied, if 
ihe bSence is repeated. 

10. When any officer of College wiflies admit- 
tance into any room, he will fignify it, by the ftamp 
f>f the foot or cane aj the door. If any ftudent ftiaU 
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nfe tbefe fignals) he fliall be fined not lefs than fixty^ 
fix. cents, nor more than two dollars ; and if he repeat 
^e offence, he fhall be rufticated for a year. 

!!• All the ftudents fliall rife refpeftfully from 
their feats, when any officer of College fhall* enter 
the room where they are convened — except when 
the ftudents have begun their meals in the dining- 
halK The ftudqnts alfo are required to rife, when 
addrefled by an officer of College ; and no ftudent 
is permitted to have his hat on^ when fpeaking .to 
any officer of College. 
• 12. The ftudents who board in commons fliall 
not fit down to their meals, till one of the Tutors 
or the Steward fliall have feated himfelf at^ the 
table. If any ftudent fliall make unneceflary noifes 
at the the table, either by talking loudly, or ftiuf- 
fling his feet on the floor, or otberwife, he fliall be 
fined for every fuch offence (ixteen cents, by the 
oldeft Tutor prefent; or, when the Tutors are ab- 
fent, by the Steward. And if any ftudent fliall pre« 
fume to carry any vifluals or any thing belonging 
to the Steward from the hall, he fliall be fined for 
every offence not lefs than fixteen cents, nor more 
than fifty cents; and the ftudents are flridly forbid- 
den to make any complaints refpe£ling their vic- 
tuals at table. If any are diflatisfied, they may 
mention it privately to the Steward ; if he makes 
no alteration, they may. apply to the Prefident. 

13. After the table is difmifled, the ftudents 
fliall immediately retire from the dining.hall; and 
the Steward fliall order the table immediately to 
be cleared. 

14. The ftudents are ftriQly forbidden to enter 
the Steward's kitchen without liberty, on the pe- 
nalty of fixteen cents for every offence. Nor fliall 
any of the ftudents make a pra£lice of going into it, 
and tarrying there. — Thofe who neglefct to attend at 
the ftated meal times, Ihall forfeit fuch meals, un- 
lets they can render to the Steward fufficient rea- 
fons for their abfence.

Each ftadent flball fatten to kis key ftpdr|)er or piece 
of wood, on which his AatAe is infcribed^ ahd the 
niMiber of the room. If any ftudent (faall t)€g\eGL to 
comply with thi& law> he (bail be fiiied fifty cents for 
each offence. » - 

18. I r any ftudent Aanprefume to attempt elear- 
it>gthe College .yard> witfaoyt Kb«riy obtained of^ 
the officers of if^ftm&ion^ he fhall be fined one 
dollar. 

iQ. It ftall be the duly o^tht freflimen to ring 
the beH, unlefs fome one be employed for thi^r pur-- 
pofe I Md it ftiall be duty- of. the perfon employed 
to tin^ the belt, to fee that no perfon enter the 
chapel on days of public fpeakiog^ except thofe 
xnetttioned tn the laws^ 

tp. It fhall be the duty of the Steward to fee that 
Doidapiageis dooetothe College edifice^ in times 
ot vieation. If the Steward {hall leave the College 
in time of vacation, he fhill employ fome perfon to 
refide in it, and take care of it. 
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
